The Flag 


An Atlanta woman telephoned a few days 


ago to comment on widespread abuse of the - 


American flag. She had observed many in- 
stances. 

It is not probable that any Atlantan has 
wilfully and consciously “abused” the national 
flag. But there is a woeful lack of knowledge 
as to the accepted ways of using the official 
colors. | . 

The woman complainant was especially 
displeased by the sight of another woman 
who had sewed three small American flags 
together to make a handbag. Its proud owner 
perhaps thought she was demonstrating her 
patriotism. } 

There is a “code of the flag” published by 
various patriotic bodies, including the Ameri- 
can Legion. Copies were distributed to pub- 
lic schools in Georgia several years ago when 


_ flying the flag in school yards was made com- 
-pulsory. The youngsters, especially the Boy 


and Girl Scouts, know more about flag “man- 
ners” than the oldsters. 

There is a law against using the flag for 
advertising purposes. The “code” is merely a 
set of suggestions. 

For instance, the flag should be flown only 
between sunrise and sunset. It should be re- 
moved and protected during rains. But many 
an Atlanta flag remains aloft until it is grimy 
and tattered. 

Nothing should be placed above the Stars 
and Stripes except the Bible, as when the flag 
is draped over a rostrum. No other flag may 
be flown or displayed above it. It is properly 
displayed only in official parades, on an of- 
ficial staff, to decorate a business building or 
a home on patriotic holidays or spread upon 
the coffin of a dead soldier or veteran. 

The public loved and saluted the flag 25 
years ago, when it led the parades of soldiers. 
But the public has grown lax and careless. 
Half the watching citizens forget to salute as 
the colors go past in a parade. 

It’s not lack of patriotism. It’s merely for- 
getfulness and carelessness—and sometimes 
ignorance. 


American Story 

The death of Walter P. Chrysler accentuates 
once again that most typical of all American 
stories, the story of the penniless youth who, 
by his own effort and his own wisdom, be- 
came a great leader in the American empire 
of business. 

Chrysler began his career in a railroad 
roundhouse, earning five cents an hour. At 
his death he was head of one of the three 
great divisions of the automobile manufac- 
turing industry in this country. His start in 
the motor industry is said to have dated from 
the “hunch” purchase of a car in 1908, 

For the past two years Chrysler has been 
an invalid, inactive in business but always 
intensely interested in world affairs. He 
watched the unfolding of history to the end 
and followed the panorama of world events 
with keen appreciation of the meaning of 
each new move. 

The story of Chrysler is the story, different 
only in degree, of many thousands of Ameri- 
can boys. It demonstrates once again that, 
even today, the door of opportunity is always 
open in America and the only things neces- 
Sary to achieve success, for any boy, are the 
ability and willingness to work and the com- 
mon sense to see and to seize opportunity 
when it comes.

THE CAPITAL PARADE

(This is the second of two columns on Ambassador William C. 
Bullitt’s activities in Paris at the time of the French surrender.) 


THE GERMANS IN PARIS WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—Ambas- 


sador to France William C. Bul- 
litt, acting as unofficial governor of Paris during the days be- 
tween the flight of the French government and the arrival of the 
Germans, arranged the peaceful occupation of the city with the 
German high command. While the city waited for its conquerors, 
a mere shell, with every man and woman gone who could find the 


- means to go, Bullitt conducted the negotiations through the Améri- 


can legation in Berne. 

Under the arrangement suggested by Bullitt and accepted by the 
Germans, contact between himself and the German general staff was 
to be established when the’ first German advance detachment 
reached the outskirts of the city. There members of the Paris police 
force, then under Bullitt’s orders, would be awaiting the Germans. 
It was a simple and sensible scheme, which a strange accident nearly 
sent insanely wrong. 

For Hitler had personally supervised the plans for occupying 
Paris, delighting in every instant of his triumph, and he had given 
the honor of commanding the first advance detachment to a colonel 
in the German army who was one of the old-time Nazis and his 
close friend. The colonel and his little troop of men presented 
themselves at the Porte de Pantin, in the suburbs. A Paris police- 
man was duly discovered, and Bullitt’s plan was just about to be 
carried out on schedule when the accident happened. A nameless 
French soldier, strayed or left behind because he was wounded, 
was lodged in a building overlooking the Pantin gate. He saw the 
German officer, realized what the parley in the gate must mean, 
and grimly seized his rifle and shot the German down. 


PLANES, JAIL AND REFUGEES 
seemed likely, for a mo- 


ment, to cause the looting of Paris. News of the shooting of his 
friend was immediately carried back to Hitler, who was waiting 
with the main body of his army. His immediate reaction was a 
violent outburst of rage, in which he complained bitterly that Bul- 
litt’s promise that Paris could be peaceably occupied had now been 
broken, and threatened all sorts of dire consequences. Fortunately, 
however, communications had been opened up meanwhile be- 
tween the American embassy and the German general staff. Bullitt 
gave assurances that the incident of the Pantin gate was the result 
of the purest chance, and was even able to use it as an argument 
for delaying the actual German entry into the city until the next 
morning. 

Thé next morning, accordingly, at 7 a. m., the first squadron of 
motorcyclists sped into the heart of the city and down the Champs 
Elysees. Four German planes, which had evidently been prac- 
ticing the incredible feat for some time, actually landed in the 
Place de la Concorde. The occupation was a vast and overwhelm- 
ing military parade, with no one to witness it except the police and 
the very poor—the little people who had been forced to stay be- 
hind because they had nowhere else to go. 


When the occupation was accomplished, the German general in 
command of Paris immediately called on Bullitt. Bullitt obtained 
from him promises to protect the other embassies anc legations 
which had been left in his charge, transferred to him control over 
the police, and got his help in bringing foodstuffs into the city. It 
was two weeks, however, before Bullitt’s supervision of Paris came 
wholly to an end. During these weeks, members of Bullitt’s staff 
maintained a continuous watch, touring the city all day by automo- 
bile, and reporting problems needing handling to Bullitt in the 
evenings. Whenever necessary, as when the seven bureau chiefs 
of the Paris police were suddenly jailed, Bullitt was able to inter- 
vene with the German general and to get troubles straightened out. 
Meanwhile, 9,000 people daily were pouring through the embassy, 
pleading for help in getting away. And Bullitt was privately run- 
ning a sort of rescue agency, shipping out of Paris many people who 


were in real danger from the Germans, and had not been able to 
escape, 


TREATIES IN HIS POCKET At length his work was done and 

he went to Vichy, where he 
found Marshal Petain acting as France’s “receiver in bankruptcy,” 
while General Weygand talked of remolding France to the great 
tradition of St. Louis and Jeanne d’Arc, and M. Pierre Laval dis- 
cussed the possibilities of a Franco-Italo-Spanish confederation to 
hold future German aggressions in check. Bullitt left Vichy with 
the originals of the treaties of Versailles and Westphalia, which he 
brought to this country. On arrival here, he gave a short inter- 
view which was immediately and almost universally misinterpreted. 
He then retired to New Hampshire to write the Philadelphia speech 
which has cleared up all possible doubts as to his views.

We talked of 50,000 planes. We may get them within two 
years. No one yet has said anything about this—that it requires 
20 trained men on the ground to keep one bombing plane in the air. 
When they come back from battle, often a dozen skilled men must 
work on one phase of the job of getting the damaged plane back 
in the air when the next morning’s bombing assignments are made. 

Few know, because little has been said about it, what were 
the President’s original military training plans. He planned to call 
about 2,000,000 young men to training. 

Military training was to be but a part of their training, perhaps 
the,lesser part. .

Those who could be- 
come artisans, stonemasons, electricians, cooks, drivers, typists, engi- 
neers and drivers of tanks, and so on, were to get that training. 

Along with it they would receive some military training. 

When their time was up they would go back to their jobs. When 
war came, if it came, they could do their country’s job. 

That explains why Mr. John Lewis and Mr. William Green both 
opposed that, and forced its abandonment, and why there still is 


opposition to selective military training. They put their own in- 


terests above those of the nation.

Or Camp Where Snakes Are 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


The first settlers on the prairie west of the Mississippi considered 
it a sacred duty to kill every rattlesnake they saw. Driving to town 
one day in the ’80’s, father and grandfather saw a big fellow in the 
grass and stopped to kill it. While father searched for a stone, 
grandfather used an end board of the wagon to hold the snake down. 
It struck at him repeatedly; but he felt safe, for the deadly fangs 
never came within a foot of his hand. Yet he came close to losing 
an arm, for some of the venom reached a scratch on the back of 
his hand—despite the opinion of exper that a snake can’t “throw” 
its poison. 

The result of a bite depends upon many factors—the size of the 
snake and the quantity of venom in its poison sacs; the size and 
health of the victim; the nature of the treatment. If some “home” 
remedy or incantation works a miraculous cure, the snake’s poison 
sacs may have been recently emptied, or something may have de- 
flected the blow. 

“Home” remedies are useless; potassium permanganate, once be- 
lieved useful, merely destroys tissue; and whisky, like violent action, 
serves only to speed up the heart and hasten circulation of the poison.

These were the units of the mystericus balloon 
barrage, the trump card the British had played 
up to that time in protecting their metropolis 
against marauding bombers. The balloons have 
now come into the news with a concentrated at- 
tack upon them by German fighter planes above 
Dover. 

One German pilot said in Berlin recently that 
“those pesky things finish you if you happen to 
run into them.” This is their purpose. They float 
at varying heights as high as 10,000 feet from 
steel cables attached to mobile trucks on the 
ground. But it is the cables, and not the bal- 
loons supporting them, which bring certain de- 
struction to any raiding plane that strikes them. 
Strung up at half-mile intervals over the sprawi- 
ing London area, the cables and balloons are 
spaced so irregularly that a plane atiacking the 
city at 200 or 300 miles an hour in low or me- 
dium altitude is certain to hit one of them, from 
whatever direction it may come. 

By night the cables are a lurking terror, for 
a pilot cannot see them as he rushes toward 
them; by day they are a handicap if not a danger, 
for they compel a raider to climb so high that his 
aim is inaccurate. No doubt the balicons them- 
selves are vulnerable to raking machinegun fire 
from above, but they can be hauled down at a 
speed of 1,400 feet a minute—twice the speed of 
express elevators in the Empire State building— 
and if one of them is destroyed a replacement 
can be sent up in a matter of minutes. Their 
mobility is not the least of their assets, for the 
trucks carrying them can be moved anywhere, 
and the enemy never knows from night to night 
where he is apt to strike them. 

There has been no report thus far of a large- 
scale attack on the balloons, although the furious 
raids now pounding England suggest that the de- 
cisive struggle is at hand. Whatever the scale and 
intensity of the air attack may be, the British 
have reason to believe that the balloons will be 
as effective in the skies as the antiaircraft guns 
and the determined army of defenders on the 
ground.
